Canada’s new minister of 


agriculture, Bob Speller, 
brought his enthusiasm for 
the future of Canadian agri- 
culture to the January meet- 
ing of the Ontario Federation 
of Agriculture, and it was 
very much appreciated. 

it was good to hear Min- 
ister Speller outline the recent 
meetings he has held with 
agriculture officials in Japan, 
Korea, Mexico and the 


United States in search of 


solutions to the trade of Ca- 
nadian livestock and meat 
products. In talking about 
the situation in Japan, he said 
that country’s earlier expe- 
riences with BSE is behind 
much of the caution they are 


_ now showing. 


He said the Japanese are 
“a little touchy” about the 
topic, and went to a system 
of testing all animals used in 
the food chain to try and re- 
gain the confidence of their 
consumers. That wasn’t a 
problem for Canada, he said, 


because of the system of 
science-based steps used to~ 


protect the food supply here. 
Minister Speller outlined 


. the process that’s being em- 


ployed to regain markets 
lost because of BSE. The 
borders aren’t open yet, he 
said “but I believe it is a 
process that will lead even- 
tually to the normalization 
of trade in beef products 
between Canada, United 
States and Mexico—hope- 
fully in the near future.” 

Until that happens, how- 
ever, OFA is anxious to see 
additional support for live- 
stock producers that will 
ensure they are able to sur- 
vive the BSE crisis. 

The minister issued a 
challenge to all Canadians 
to get involved in solving 
what he called one of the 
“biggest problems” facing 
agriculture and the Cana- 
dian economy. He said 
“every Canadian should 
take it in their own interest 
to talk to their American 
friends and tell them poli- 
tics shouldn’t be standing 
in the way of opening up 
borders.”

Christianson seeking 
nomination fer NDP 


Campbellford—Russ Christianson, a founding member 
of the Campbell ford/Seymour Community Foundation, has 
tossed his hat into the ring for the NDP nomination in the 
upcoming féderal election. 

The Campbeliford resident said he was inspired to be- 
come a candidate because of the legacy of former Con- 
servative leader Brian Mulroney—the GST, tax loopholes 
for the rich, free trade and the growth of corporate power, 
the erosion of democracy and deteriorating health care. 

Christianson says he’s also an admirer of NDP leader 
Jack Layton, having formerly worked with him in Toronto 
on a number of prgjects. 

“I feel excited about the possibilities of the NDP form- 
ing the official opposition in Ottawa,” he says. “The mo- 
mentum is on our side, especially since new Liberal leader 
Paul Martin is steering his party to the right.” 

Christianson says Martin originally used the deficit to 
justify the deep cuts to the social safety net but instead of 
re-investing the surplus in health, education and the envi- 
ronment, he introduced a $100 billion tax cut. 

“Eighty per cent of his tax cut will go to the richest 10 
per cent of Canadians. . including Paul Martin’s family,” 
says Christianson. 

For 20 years Christianson worked as an entrepreneur 
and management consultant with co-operatives, businesses 
and governments to help them meet their economic, social 
and environmental goals. In 1997, he moved with his wife, 
Heidi Schaeffer, daughter Dagmar and son Soren to a farm 
just north of Campbellford. 

Although no one has yet stepped forward as a candidate 
for the Progressive Conservative nomination in Northum- 
berland/Quinte West, Liberal incumbent Paul Macklin is 
expected to run again in what is expected to be a spring 
election.

Northumberland—Energy Minister Dwight Duncan has announced the formation of 
a Conservation Action Team that will promote the government's conservation initiatives 
for the province. Led by Donna Cansfield, Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of 
Energy, the action team will engage stakeholders from a variety of sectors across the 
province to seek out and promote the best in conservation ideas and practices. 

Ms. Canfield said the government is acting to protect the interests of Ontarians by 
ensuring sustainable and reliable supply of electricity. 

“For too long, conservation has been ignored. Government has a responsibility to 
make people aware of the need to conserve, but it also has to lead by example by ensuring 
that its own policies and programs don’t put roadblocks in the way of conservation,” 
she said. 

Lou Rinaldi , Parliamentary Assistant to the Minister of Public Infrastructure Renewal, 
and MPP for Northumberland, is one of the nine parliamentary assistants chosen as part 
of the Conservation Action Team. 

The action team will look at a number of options associated with conservation and 
demand-side management initiatives, and develop an action plan to help the government 
meet its conservation target of five per cent by 2007.. 

The announcement follows the release of the final report of the Electricity Conserva- 
tion and Supply Task Force, which recommends a number of reforms to Ontario's elec- 
tricity sector, including the need to create a “conservation culture” in Ontario.

One official with the Hali- 
burton, Kawartha, Pine 
Ridge District Health Unit 
calls it a “night-and-day dif- 


ference” in terms of how 


stores screen teenagers to 
see if they are old enough to 
buy cigarettes. 

“The sun goes down and 
so does the precaution level 
of staff at some stores,” says 
Lorne Jordan, a Health Unit 
Inspector who is responsi- 
ble for enforcing and edu- 
cating stores about Ontario's 
Tobacco Control Act. 

The Act includes a sec- 
tion that forbids stores from 
selling cigarettes to anyone 
under 19 years of age. Store 
owners or their staff can be 
fined a minimum of $215 if 
caught selling cigarettes il- 
legally. Repeat offenders can 
even lose their right to sell 
tobacco for several months. 

The Health Unit recently 
started doing more late af- 
ternoon and evening checks 
to see if cigarette vendors 
are following the rules after 
dark. On two separate oc- 
casions in east Northumber- 
land County and the City of

patient demand. In the’ GTA that inventory level had 
fallen to under one day before a boost pushed it up to 


Kawartha Lakes, night-time 
surveillance efforts found 
almost 50 per cent of stores 
sold cigarettes to minors. In 
the past, typical checks dur- 
ing the daytime have resulted 
in only 20 per cent of stores 
being non-compliant. 

Mr. Jordan hopes the rise 
is not a trend and says the 
Health Unit will continue 
doing more evening checks 
to improve compliance rates 
of stores. He urges stores to 
always ask for proper ID 
from young people who 
come in to buy tobacco 
products to remove any 
doubt about whether the 
person is old enough to buy 
them. 

“Selling tobacco products 
brings with it a responsibil- 
ity to follow the rules,” he 
says. 

“Store owners need to 
ensure that staff who work 
day or evening shifts know 
what the Tobacco Control 
Act requires. Stores need to 
do their best to prevent un- 
derage teens from getting 
their hands on cigarettes. 
Non-compliance with the 
Act is not an option.” 

Mr. Jordan cites research

order to compete on the 
world market. They are de- 
termined to become a mem- 
ber of the World Trade Or- 
ganization. 

“Actually Stuart and | 
were both a bit intimidated 
when we saw how fast they 
are changing and growing as 
an agricultural industry,” she 
said. “They say China has a 
bicyclé economy because if 
it goes too slow it will wob- 
ble and fall. It has so many 
people involved that it has to 
move steadily or it faces col- 
lapse. But the Communist 
system seems to be work- 
ing for them.” 

China has been involved 
with CIDA for about 15 
years “and the people per- 
ceive Canada as being a close 
friend.” He sdid the Chinese 
government likes its partner- 
ship with CIDA and what it 
has done for the country 
from an agricultural stand- 
point. 

Oppressive System 

According to Bev 
DeVries, it was obvious that 


the oppressive Communist 


system was still very much 
unaltered. She said there 
were security checks any- 
where the group visited and 
government officials keeping 
a close eye on everything. 

“Everything we did was 
watched. Everything we said 
was recorded. If our Chinese 
tour people didn't spout the 
government line, you could 
almost see physical signals 
being flashed around the 
room. And that person 
would be in trouble, probably 
never seeing another foreign 
delegation.” 

The business system in 
China is called “Quan chi’, 
said Bev, adding that it’s all 
about building relationships 
and in many cases it’s about 
corruption. 

“There are something like 
28 permit levels of bureauc- 


- racy that companies must go 


through for foreign invest- 
ment_in China,” revealed 
Bev. “You must throw your 
money in for the investment 
but good luck getting it out 
if you earn a profit. It’s a 
very diffictlt proposition set- 


“Actually on those 28 lev- 
els of permits,” said Stuart, 
the government was very 
proud that they had stream- 
lined it down to that level 
because it was worse. They 
were actually trying to brag 
a little.” 


Through CIDA and 
Semex Alliance, China is 
working hard to develop a 
massive dairy program. 
About 98 per cent of the 
dairy genetics in China are 
actually from Canada and 
almost all through Semex.

“We don’t solve every 
case, but we try.”said De- 
tachment Commander Peter 
Valiquette in an interview. He 
has completed the 2004 Cen- 
tral Hastings Business Plan 
for the Central Hastings OPP 
Detachment, which has 
taken not only statistics, but 
the voices of the communi- 
ties and put them onto pa- 
per. 

“Persons living in the de- 
tachment area constantly re- 
mind us ofthe need for the 
continuation of foot patrol in 
our urban area. This has been 
incorporated into the busi- 
ness plan as well as the con- 
tinuation of snow vehicle 
and marine patrols,” 
Valiquette reiterated that the 
OPP vision and values are 
born from the importance of 
the communities and the 
commitment. begins at 
home. “Our Vision: safe com- 
munities ... a secure Ontario” 

Since the amalgamation in 
1998, the Ontario Provincial 
Police have a heightened level 
of accountability, Valiquette 
reports that closer relation- 
ships with the communities 
has been a result of the Po- 
lice Services Act. This, he 
states, has had a positive and 
cohesive impact in the areas 
that they serve.cIn the 2004 
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Business Plan they have made 


‘commitments to the areas 


they serve. One of the com- 
mitments that the Central 
Hastings OPP has made in 
their plan, is the immediate 
increase of police presence 
within the communities. The 
ultimate goal is to earn the 
confidence of the citizens 
and visitors of the detach- 
ment area which will ulti- 
mately lead to a safer com- 
munity. The plan is to in- 
crease foot patrols to 900 
hours a year; school patrols 
to 100 hours, snow vehicle 
patrols to two patrols a 
week, marine patrols to three 
patrols per week during 
months of July and August 
with student, and auxillary 
members to increase their al- 
ready appreciated commit- 
ment by assisting members 
at community events such 
as parades, displays at com- 
munity fairs and other 
events. 

For those who like to 
drink and drive, the Central 
Hastings Detachment ‘is 
committed to reduce the 
number of accidents caused 
by impaired drivers. They 
will continue to support Op- 
eration Lookout in a partner-

Even children who are severely 
abused will go back to their parents and even lie to protect 
tHem in an etYort to win back their love. By the way, now 
everyone who knows your children knows that they are 
spanked. | wonder how they feel about that. | am sure that 
they are “learning the basic lessons of life”, but they may 
not be the lessons you mean for them to lear. 

The Supreme Court ruling sets a couple of limitations 
regarding who can be spanked - no child less than the age 
of two’and no child past adolescence. | believe that this 
may be because the force of a spanking on a child less 
than two may actually be fatal.

Don’t politicize the BSE issue 


U.S. government representative is scheduled to 
visit Japan soon for talks on Tokyo’s ban on U.S. 
f imports, which was imposed in December 
following-the outbreak of BSE (bovine spongiform 
encephalopathy), or mad cow disease, in the United States. 
Because wide disagreement exists On this issue between the 
two sides, however, it may take a considerably long time before 
a final settlement is reached 
An American request for an early resumption of imports is 
expected, as an extended ban will deal a heavy blow to the U.S. 
cattle industry. Washington says U.S. beef is safe since it has 
taken additional safety measures, such as banning the 
distribution of all meat from “downers” — sick cattle that can’t 
walk properly. Measures such as these, which were announced 
in late December, are welcome_but they are inadequate in light 
of the fact that cows other than downers have also been found 
infected with the disease 
Japanese officials say assuring the safety of U.S. beef is the 
primary condition for resuming imports. Tokyo Is expected to 
request that the U.S. test all cattle before they are slaughtered, 
as Japan is currently doing. The bottom line is that the U.S. 
should carry out full-scale tests in ways similar to, if not 
identical to, Japan’s. A hasty settlement, not to mention a 
political compromise, would only undermine consumer 
confidence. There must be little or no difference between testing 
standards for Japan's domestic beef and those for beef exported 
from countries with BSE cases 
In addition to suspending all shipments from downers 
whose meat had been distributed despite doubts about safety 
US officials expanded the range of “dangerous” cattle parts 
for which human consumption is explicitly prohibited. 
Washington intends to increase the number of cows subject — 
to BSE testing, which at present covers a tiny fraction of the 
annual slaughter — about 20,000 out of some 35 million head. 
It is hoped that the U.S. administration will take more appropniate 
steps that will work to erase the concerns of Japanese 
consumers about the safety of Ameri¢an beef. 
The U.S. has banned beef imports from Japan since a BSE 
case was reported here in October 2001. According to the

New Presbyterian Minister for West Huntingdon and Stirling

Stirling/West Huntingdon: 
Some search relentlessly for 
that rare piece of puzzle that 
fits perfectly into the roots 
of their religious and moral 
convictions as well as the 
feeling of home.

The U.S. will be seen as selfish if it demands a lifting of the 
import.ban on the Japanese side only. 

J has been testing all cows at its meat-processing 
facilities to prevent any contaminated beef from entering the 
food supply. This is said to be the most stringent measure ever 
taken in the world to check for mad cow disease. It has produced 
a telling result: A calf no more than 2 years old has tested 
positive, contrary to the general belief that such young cows 
were free from infection. 

‘Much remains unknown about this brain-wasting disease. 
That is why the U.N. Food and Agriculture Organization has 
issued a statement urging the U.S. to take stronger measures, 
saying that consumers will become more confident about the 
safety of beef if all cows 30 months or older are tested. * 

Such wholesale testing requires much money and time. Japan 
spends more than 3:3 billion yen just to provide testing kits, or 
nearly 3,000 yen per head. And it takes five or six hours to test 
each cow, The FAO estimates the cost of testing at about $50 
per head. The U.S., a major beef exporter, should bear the 
burden. If it cannot afford to do so, Japan can possibly help by 
sharing the cost of testing beef bound for the Japanese market. 

Japan currently bans beef imports from 23 countries where 
BSE cases have been confirmed. These countries, including 
Britain and Canada, have yet to conduct full-scale testing. Just 
because the U.S. supplies 30 percent of Japan’s beef demand 
does not mean that it should be treated as an exception. 

A prolonged ban on U.S. beef is likely to create a serious 
shortage that prompts Japan’s restaurant and retail food 
industries to step up their demands for an early resumption of 
imports. U.S. pressures to remove the ban will also increase 
ahead of the presidential election in November. Texas — home 
to President George W. Bush, who is seeking re-election — is 
America’s largest cattle-raising state. Lobbying by the cattle 
industry is bound to intensify. 

All of this threatens to politicize the beef issue. This must 
be avoided; otherwise, consumer confidence in food safety 
will suffer again. Japan and the U.S. — and other countries 
involved — must seek a settlement based on scientific evidence, 
not political expediency.

Mad Cow disease was dis- 
covered in England in ham- 
burgers at a fast food place, 
Curtis said. He explains that 
some fast food restaurants 
have historically used old 
cattle, dairy cattle, and all 
parts of the animal.

scientists, although a minor- 
ity are not In agreement, 
have narrowed down the in- 
fectious agent for the dis- 
ease; a rogue prion, folded 
differently than the normally 
harmless protein.

batch that they used later 
died of CJD, In some cases, 
this blood was used in an in 
vitro fertilization program. 
The children born from this 
program and the people who 
were transfused the blood, 
don’t know whether they will 
develop CJD.

What about man’s best 
friend and our feline com- 
panions? 

“Some of the spinal cord 
and brain from beef have 
been included in_ the 
byproducts of dog and cat 
food. Since the mad cow 
disease was discovered, a lot 
of the companies have 
stopped that process.” Vet- 
erinarian Clare Craig of the 
Stirling Veterinary Services 
explained in an interview. 

“The risk to dogs and 
cats is minimal, ifany,” says 
Craig. Although he adnytted 
that there was one cat In 
England they were suspi- 
cious of, nothing has been 
proven or disproven so far 
for that isolated case, as far 
as he knows. “Dogs and 
cats do not get the same neu- 
rological syndrome, 
(Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease) 
that humans do, as far as

Steering committee breaks 
into small group sessions

Asphodel-Norwood - In- 
troducing a specialty pro- 
gram focussing on high-de- 
mand trades could transform 
Norwood District High into 
a magnet school and help 
boost declining enrollment. 

“It doesn’t mean you 
don’t offer the regular (col- 
lege and university bound) 

s but you become a 
focus and you get the com- 
munity involved,” NDHS 
principal Leigh Facey- 
Crowther said during a small 
group session that was part 
of Monday's community 
dialogue stecring committee 
meeting 

The large steering com- 
mittee broke into small 
groups to discuss some of 
the 30 suggestions tabled in 
January. They identified 
some priorities and Mr. 
Facey-Crowther’s group

was keen to explore the 
trades “magnet” concept 
and, to a lesser extent, dis- 


tance education and the use 


of technology in the class- 
room. 

Finding “some kind of at- 
traction that would encour- 
age students to leave their 
home school and come to 
NDHS,” is what a magnet 
school is all about and offer- 
ing trades-related courses in 
high demand and “unique” 
fields is a possibility, the 
group agreed. 

“The biggest problem is 
attracting the kids to the 
trades,” says Mr. Facey- 
Crowther. ~ 

He says that the focus, 
often driven by parents, has 
been so much on college and 
university-bound program- 
ming that young students 
ddn‘t even consider trades. 

And that, he stresses, is

has a negative impact on the 
economy.’ 

Mr. Facey-C rowther said 
a recent Globe and Mail poll 
was telling because it indi- 
cated that 75 per cent of par- 
ents believed their children 
would go to college or uni- 
versity when in fact that 
number is just 25_per cent. 

This has an impact on 
NDHS right now where Mr. 
Facey-Crowther says the 
number of students applying 
for the school’s broad-based 
technology courses has de- 
creased to the point where 
they won't be able to run all 


‘of their programs. Next year 


they are looking at running 
just automotive, construc- 
tion and some communica- 
tion technology courses. 

Europan countries have 
been able to do this ina much 
more sophisticated way,” he 
says. “It is a real | problem i in 
North America.” 

He lamented the demise in 
Ontario of elementary school 
industrial arts and family 
studies calling it “a real 
crime” that the Ministry of 
Education has pulled support 
for courses at the grade 7-8 
level. 

In Europe trades and aca- 
demic courses are valued 
equally and, Mr. Facey- 
Crowther adds, the ironic 
thing is that trades-based 
salaries can easily top those 
in university and college 
fields. 

AtNDHS, a large number 
of grade 9 and 10 students 
are in the academic stream 
while 40 per cent of grade 
11’s are in university-bound 
courses even though many 
may not go to university. 
There are just 10 students 
taking “World of Work” 

math, he says, with the rest, 
many of whom are strug- 
gling, taking college directed 
courses. 

Mr. Facey-Crowther says 
you have to get kids to “buy

into the trades.” 

“You've got to get the 
kids to see this as a really 
golden opportunity to seek 
out an apprenticeship and 
trade. 

“You've got to educate 
these kids (and heir parents) 
on the value of some of these

And a program specializ- 


ing in trades (traditional and - 


non-traditional) would ramp 
up that interest, the group 
a 

Havelock-Belmont-Meth- 
uen Reeve Ron Gerow noted 
how great the demand was 
for specialists in water moni- 
toring and water distribution 
-- emerging fields that will 
continue to expand and di- 
versify. Mr. Gerow also said 
that traditional trades like 
bricklayers earn terrific 
amounts of money. 

“If we go down this road 
we have to sell it to students 
and the community and all 
these links are there.” 

Havelock-Belmont 
teacher Shelley Merton said 
it was important to look at 
trades courses others don’t 
have like refrigeration, heavy 
equipment and water man- 
agement. 

Although it would take 
some time to get things up 
and running, grade 9-10 stu- 
dents would right away be 
taking courses to give them 
the math, science and tech- 
nology grounding for the 
trades program they were 
pursuing. By the time they 
reached grade 11-12 the 
school would have estab- 
lished the partnerships with 
businesses that would help 


roll out this program into the- 


workplace. 

“You don’t have to have 
all four years of the program 
done by 2005,” she said. 

It would also give them 
time to contact local busi- 
nesses “to get them to tell us 
what they need. 

“It would be (their) 
chance to help us tailor a 
program to help them.” 

Community forums with 
local businesses and trades- 
people could help stimulate 


the move towards a distinc- 


tive school-based trades pro- 
gram. 

The key to any specialty 
program will be getting kids 
to come to NDHS, the group 

agreed, and that would mean 
measuring the extent of

transportation costs. 

The group also consid- 
ered distance education 
through computers and 
video conferencing as a way 
of inviting students into the 
school as well as allowing 
Norwood students to stay 
on campus without leaving 
to pick up needed courses. 
School boards in both To- 
ronto and Durham offer 
“virtual” schooling. 

Ms. Merton, who also 
teaches a university course 
on line, says the Toronto 
District Board has over 200 
virtual courses. 

It is not just students 
picking up extra credits, she 
says, but often amateur ath- 
letes who need alternative 
academic schedules because 
of their training regimes. 

NDHS has a fibre optic 
system in place to carry the 
heavy data stream, she 
noted. The “backbone” is 
there to carry it into the 
school. 

Distance education by it- 
self will not bring 50 more 
kids into NDHS, she says. 
What it will do is “deal with 
how our kids get enough 
programming as if there 
were 50 more kids.” 

They will be able to take 
courses they need in a non- 
traditional way. 

Ms. Merton says the set- 
up costs would “not be 
huge” and training and re- 
sources are available through 
the board to support teach- 

ers teaching in a virtual en- 
vironment. 

With Durham and the 
TDSB “the framework is 
there,” she added. 

Mr. Facey-Crowther is 
not sure if outside students 
taking a virtual course at 
NDHS would count towards 
Norwood enrollment. 

“My gut feeling is they 
wouldn’t because only one 
board and school can count 
a kid.” 

Mr. Facey-Crowther says 
distance education has 
worked well in Alberta to 
keep students in their home 
schools which are often 
separated by hundreds of 
miles. A group of students 
can be in one class but work- 
ing on different courses via 
computer; there are courses 
broadcast to other schools 
through video conferencing 
technology. 

“We all. know that the

most ideal situation is the 


teacher in a classroom and 
teaching going on in class.” 

The other option is “com- 
municating as a teacher from 
a distance.” 

In the end, he says, stu- 
dents will ask themselves if 
they are better off staying in 
Norwood to complete a 
course or going somewhere 
else. 

“I am sure distance edu- 
cation will have some merit 
on the program side but it 
will only work for certain 
kids. Some learn really well 
that way some don’t. You 
need that teacher contact. 
That is an important compo- 
nent.” 

Reeve Gerow wondered 
if it was worth the effort to 
pursue a distance education 
model. 

“It depends on exactly 
what the steering committee 
is going to do,” said Ms. 
Merton. “Are we trying to 
increase the numbers to keep 
the doors open or are we try- 
ing to give an enriched pro- 
gram and not worry about 
the doors closing even if we 
drop the numbers.” 

“It is probably both,” said 
Mr. Facey-Crowther. “As the 
numbers drop how do we 
provide an equitable pro- 
gram for every kid so it’s no 
different than (for a) kid at a 
big school.”

Soldiers say ‘thanks’ to children for Afghanistan donatior

Tamworth — There were 
“oohs” and “awes” from 
the audience as pictures 
were displayed on the wall 
of the gym at Tamworth 
Public School showing war 
machinery and heavily 
armed Canadian troops on 
patrol in Afghanistan. Other 
slides depicted civilians 
struggling to survive in that 
war-torn country. The au- 
dience went quiet when the 
faces of children were 
shown, some peering at the 
camera from the safety of 
a window, their eyes filled 
with fear. But there were 
other shots of smiling chil- 
dren giving the “thumbs- 
up” sign to passing troops. 


The slides were part of 


a presentation students at 
the school received from 
two Canadian soldiers who 
returned this month to 
Canada after serving a six- 
month tour. The soldiers, 
Master Corporal, (MCpl), 
Russell Storring and Corpo- 
ral Jay Wood, cee to the 
school to say “thank you” 
for the generosity the stu- 
dent body displayed in do- 
nating clothing, school sup- 
plies and toys for the chil- 


oe

dren of Afghanistan. 

For MCpl Storring it was 
his second overseas tour, the 
first being to Rawanda, a 
posting that changed him 
forever. Upon arrival in Af- 
ghanistan last summer he 
was stunned and saddened 
by the plight of the children 
who_had nothing. Many did 
not even have shoes 

He contacted his mother 
Heather Akin and asked if 
she could find some items to 
send over. Heather immedi- 
ately contracted the Tam- 
worth Legion, where she is 
president, and the local 
school asking for donated 
items. The response from 
the school was overwhelm- 
ing. Between the Legion, 
school and the community 
26 boxes of items were sent 
within two weeks. That was 
the beginning of project Mer- 
cury Hope, which realized 
over 20 tonnes of donated 


supplies from across 
Canada. 
“I was completely 


amazed.” MCpl Storring 
said. 

MCpl Storring told the 
students that Afghanistan has 
been at war for over 25 years 
as various factions battled 
for control of the country.

The result was almost total 
anarchy. 

“There was a bad smell 
in the air when we got 
there,” MCpl. Storring said. 
“It was like a huge dump.” 
Some of the slides showed 
the wreckage of war. 

The people of Afganistan 
earn between [0 cents to one 
dollar an hour, if they can 
find work, MCpl Storring 
said. Given the pittance they 
earn means they can’t afford 
“luxuries” like school sup- 
plies and toys. 

Toys banned 

MCpI Storring said in the 
six months he was there the 
only toys he saw children 
playing with were kites and 
small home-made cars. 
When the Taliban ruled, all 
toys were banned. 

MCpI Storring said he and 
Cpl. Wood, would “like to 
say thank you. The people 
of Afghanistan do not know 
you, but when we were dis- 
tributing the supplies the peo- 
ple kept chanting, “Canada, 
Canada.” 

He went on say, “I hope 
this (the presentation), will 
make you feel better about 
what you did. We made a 
difference.”

Should take positive approach on 
Ferris Park project, says Edwards

_ With the addition of the 
$500,000 Ranney Gorge 
Suspension Bridge now a 
reality, providing a new and 
dramatic access to Ferris 
Provincial Park, this is not 
the time to back off on other 
planned improvements for 
the facility. 

That's the opinion of 
Deputy Mayor Tony 
Edwards. 

“We are looking at the 
potential of adding new 
beach and swimming facili- 
ties at Ferris Park,” he stated 
at a Regular Council Meet- 
ing held recently. “These 
enhancements are bound to 
help the park improve its 
tourism numbers, generate 
new dollars and, in time, 
even erase the customary 
annual deficits.” 

His comments came in 
reply to Councillor Bill 
Thompson’s suggestion that 
Council should consider call- 
ing a halt to the beach project 
“until we are quite certain 
what we are going to do with 
the park (on a long-range 
basis).” 

As it currently stands the 
Trent-Severn Waterway and 
the Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources are planning to meet 
to confirm ownership of the 
property at the proposed 
beach site to pave the way 
for an easement agreement. 

The easement will enable 
the MNR to consider an 
amendment to the park man- 
agement plan to permit the

development of a beach and 
swimming area. 

Once all of the red tape ts 
out of the way, park advo- 
cates in Trent Hills hope to 
proceed with costing, ap- 
provals and the actual con- 
struction phase. 

Councillor Thompson 
asked if the Ferris Park Ad- 
visory Committee had cost 
information on the electrical 
phase of the project and 
where the funding is coming 
from. 

“It's part of the park Mas- 
ter Plan,” replied Edwards. 
“Now that we have an Engi- 
neering Committee in place 
we hope that these people 
will be able to work with the 
Ferris Park Committee to 
help them price it out.

the process submission with 
the Community Foundation 
for monies for this project. 

“Now we're talking about 
dropping the initiative?” he 
asked. 

Thompson said the Mu- 
nicipality’s record in work- 
ing co-operatively with pro- 
vincial bodies doesn’t offer 
a very hopeful resolution. 

“We tried to put park 
washrooms in the capital 
budget last year but the gov- 
ernment didn’t appear to be 
listening. Then when we 
planned on_ spending 
$20,000 the cost suddenly 
became $70,000. We must 
eventually realize that when 


‘you're dealing with the gov- 


ernment you have to do it 
their way or not at all.” 

The Campbellford/Sey- 
mour Ward Councillor said 
he realizes the Municipality 
has two years remaining on 
its contract with the prov- 
ince “but how much of our 
own money should we be 
dumping into the park be- 
fore we have a satisfactory 
understanding with the min- 
istry.” 

Thompson's comments 
elicited agreement from 
Councillor Gene Brahaney, 


who said: “I echo some of 


those frustrating remarks. | 
have experienced the same 
frustration with various pro- 
vincial governments. They 
continue to download on us 
while imposing new regula- 
tions at the same time. I 
don’t know whether it will 
take a Council revolt or a tax- 
payer revolt to change mat- 
ters. How much can one 
municipality afford?” 

Meeting of Minds 

Mayor Hector Macmillan 
reminded Council what he 
has been saying for several 
months—-there must be a 
meeting of the minds be- 
tween the Municipality and 
upper government levels.” 

“The province originally 
decided it couldn't finance 
the operation of the park and 
now expects the Municipal- 
ity to operate it. We need to 
be released from some of the 
guidelines imposed on us.” 

Councillor Edwards said 
he basically agrees with that 
position but as a new mem- 
ber of the Ferris Park Com- 
mittee he offered a more 
positive outlook. 

“Last year because of the 
weather, SARS and other 
unforeseen obstacles tour- 
ism was down generally by 
25 to 40 per cent,” he re- 
minded. “I believe the park 
manager Curt Morris did a 
great job in 2002 given the 
conditions he had to contend 
with.” 

Chief Building Official 
Dean Findlay said that last 
year’s Ferris Park finances 
included $15,000 in repairs 
to the office building. 

Edwards urged that 
Council focus over the next 
two years on how to cut the 
Ferris Park deficit as close 
to zero as possible. 

“I believe we're heading 
in that direction. We should 
be trying to determine what 
kind of an economic impact

Ferris Park means for this 
community,” he added. “If 


we do our job in a positive’ 


manner over the next two 
years and try to make eco- 
nomic success happen we'll 
all be a whole lot better off.” 

But Thompson wasn't 
convinced, saying that he 
still feels strongly that the 
taxpayers are paying the shot 
and that the provincial gov- 
ernment has to accept some 
of the responsibility for the 
operation of the park. 

“We can make that deci- 
sion in 2006 when the con- 
tract comes up for renewal,” 
replied Councillor Edwards. 
“But in the meantime let’s try 
to do the best job we can for 
Ferris Park.” 

“| have to agree with the 
Deputy Mayor’s analysis on 
the suspension bridge,” noted 
Mayor Macmillan. “We 
would really look silly to 
have spent all that money on 
a suspension bridge leading 
into a park we no longer op- 
erate.”

Council wants more info 
on heat recovery system 


System would heat 
water in dressing rooms

Asphodel-Norwood - 
Extra space in the new rec- 
reation centre's mechnical 
room will be converted for 
use as an office or meeting 
room 

Township Clerk Steve 
Brickell explained to Coun- 
cil at their Monday mecting 
that there had been a “fairly 
large area” intended to be 
used entirely as a mechani- 
cal room but now that almost 
all of the mechanical-clectn- 
cal equipment has been in- 
stalled they have discovered 
that a large percentage of the 
area, nearly 305 square feet, 
will remain unused 

Mr. Brickell says the 
project co-ordinator and the 
mechanical and electrical 
contractors have discussed 
the “possibility of creating an 
office-mecting space that 
will be not be required for 
the mechanical equipment.” 

It's located on the mez- 
zanine level of the facility 
above the referee's dressing 
room 

Task Force Engineering 
has given officials a quote of 
$13,087 to finishing off the 
space complete with a win- 
dow that would look over the 
ice surface, heating and 
cooling, flooring, drywall 
ceiling as well as partition- 
ing to separate the public 
space from the mechanical. 
The public will not have ac-

cess to the mechanical por- 
tion of the room. 

“We believe this would be 
a beneficial addition to the 
complex and should be con- 
structed by TaskForce par- 
ticularly since the sub-con- 
tractors presently on site 
could facilitate the required 
changes with minimal dis- 
niption,” said Mr. Brickell in 
a written report to Council. 

In another recreation cen- 
tre development, there is a 
possibility that the Township 
could install a heat recovery 
system for the domestic hot 
water in the dressing rooms 
but they want more specific 
and comparative information 
before they make a decision. 

Apparently the Keene 
Arena uses a similar heat re- 
covery system and Council 
wants to learn more about 
cost savings found at that 
facility 

Mr. Brickell says that 
TaskForce is quoting a price 
of $24,936 to install a sys- 
tem that could produce “on- 
going ‘savings in operating 
costs for hot water in the 
facility.” 

The system uses hot wa- 
ter from the ice making 
equipment to re-circulate to 
the dressing rooms, project 
manager Al Broatch told 
Council. 

Mr. Broatch explained to 
Council that two months ago 
the contractors told him that 
they “would be foolish if 
they didn’t look at the sav- 
ings because they were 
$5,000 a year.” 

Based on that figure they 
could pay off the system in 
four years. 

Mr. Broatch asked for 
“hard and accurate numbers” 
and only last night received 
a letter from the engineer 
who said that there was “no 
practical way to estimate the 
exact figure” but based on 
past experience in similar sin- 
gle pad facilities they could 
expect savings of between 


$3,000 and $5,000 a year. 


The engineer's letter said — 


that the reason they could not 
be more specific about dol- 
lar savings was the “casual 
relationship” between the 
demand for hot water and 
the availability of hot ammo- 
nia gas to heat the water. 
“Even that is still a sav- 
ings you should still take a 


good close look at,” Mr~ 


Broatch said. “It is a number 
worth looking at.” 

He added that if the sav- 
ings had been $500 to $,1000 
it would not be worthwhile 
exploring. 

Councillor Terry Low 
said he had experience 
working with heat recovery 
systems and admitted that 
they are “very effective” but 
this particular system would 
depend on consistent use of 
dressing room water to pay 
for itself. 

“What would our capac- 
ity be in that facility for a 
period of five months?” he 
wondered. 

Joe Crowley“also raised 
that point noting that it was 
“a relatively minor hockey 
facility” and a large number 
of the younger players 
would not be using the 
showers. He also wondered 
if there was time enough to 
defer the decision and still 
come back to it if they are 
convinced it would be a 
worthy expense. 

Mr. Broatch said he didn’t 
think that time at the moment 
was a factor but did agree 
that the system depends on 
usage in the dressing rooms 
and that is a “very hard thing 
to put a number on.” 

He mentioned the Keene 
Arena which was built in the 
1970s and had its heat re- 
covery system installed later. 
That would mean there must 
be before and after figures 
to measure the cost savings. 

“I think the concept is 
good because any time you 
don’t have to use fuel that is 
good news,” said Councillor 
Rod Manley. 

But Mr. Manley added 
that if timing is not an issue 
then he would want more 
information on what exactly

“Asphodel-Norwood - The 


municipality is adding 
$114,280 to its reserves. 

The funds represent mon- 
ies that had been levied for 
projects not completed in 
2003 but will be finished this 
year, says CAO-Treasurer 
Shelley Eliopoulos. 

In a background report 
she explained that some of 
the projects were not com- 
pleted because of the late- 
ness of last year’s budget 
approval (July) and large 
projects like those along 
Queen Street and the new 
recreation complex, coupled 
with some staffing changes 
and the implementation of a 
new computer system. 

“This recommendation to 
move these amounts to re- 
serve is based on a few is- 
sues,” Mrs. Eliopoulos says. 

“It looks at this point that 
the Township will have a 
surplus at year-end even af- 
ter the (funds) are moved to 
reserves. Management is 
fully recommending that this 
money be set aside as the 
work will be required to be 
complete in 2004 and these 
reserves will reduce the tax

At Monday’s Council 
meeting she said they were 
in the middle of the audit and 
staff would have the final 
numbers Friday (Feb. 20).

(furnace repairs for the town 
hall, Donegal Hall, Westwood 
office, Norwood Fire Hall 
and Asphodel Fire Hall); 
$4,000 (fire training); $4,280

The supplemental trailer 
park revenue is to be placed 
in reserve until the provin- 
cial government sorts out 


issues that might require the 


municipality to refund its 
portion of the supplemental 
tax levy. 

The fire training funds will 
be used to complete defibril- 
lator and first responder 
training. The reserve and the 
$6,000 training budget will 
be required to meet costs for 
this mandatory training. 

The River Road survey 
was started in 2003 at a 
budgeted cost of $12,000. 
The cost may exceed that 
figure so staff has recom- 
mended that the unspent bal- 
ance of $4280 be placed in 
reserve to defray those 
costs. 

The sale of the Town- 
ship’s Packer Truck realized 
$20,000 and that money will 
be transferred to the Public 
Works equipment reserve. 

The Township annually 


sets aside $1500 to cover 


maintenance and future capi- 
tal costs associated with the 
Westwood sand dome. In 
2004, the municipality re- 
ceived an additional $1500 
from Hydro One for allow- 
ing them to park their trailer 
on the site. This money will 
also go into reserve to help 
with upcoming capital costs 
at the dome. 

Hard top work was budg- 
eted but not completed in 
2003. This work will be 
completed this year along 
with an additional $25,000 
worth of hard topping ear- 
marked for 2004.

The new Accessibility

“We have a small number 
of seedlings still available on 
a first come, first serve ba- 
sis, with quite a few species 
from which to choose,” ad- 
vises Tim Trustham, Ecolo- 
gist with Quinte Conserva- 
tion.

But no, 
I wanted our son to learn to 
listen. So, as he would grab 
for the leaves again, I would 
lightly tap him on his hand. 
As the pain increased and 
our words- remained con- 
stant, he slowly discovered 
that “no” meant pain and 
something he shouldn’t do. 

Some might accuse me of 
creating a robot that lost its 
creative ability to function as 
he saw fit. But that is not the 
rest of the story. As time 
went on, we began to notice 
an interesting pattern emerg- 
ing. Our nine-month old baby 
would walk over to the plant, 
and mistakenly drop a toy 
into the planter. Then, as we 
watched, he would reach to 
retrieve the toy, make sure 
we were looking, and just 
happen to “accidentally” fon- 
dle the plant leaves on his 
way out. 


But you know, children 
under two don’t have the 
cognitive ability to learn 
from corrective measures. 
They can’t; the Supreme 
Court said so.

When snow falls, Bruce 
says the crew begins around 
3 a.m. and in order to keep 
the roads clear for buses 
doing double time, the de- 
partment may have to hire 
three more men. 

“Who is going to be liable 
for those children if they get 
hurt?” Shirley Latchford di- 
rected her question to Steve 
Wouk, manager of Tri- 
Board, with her concern be- 
ing elementary school chil- 
dren being dropped off in 
winter, after dark. 

“If it is an unsafe bus stop 
and the child gets hurt, the 
board will be liable, but the 
parent has the responsibility 
after that,” Wouk answered 
that this is not a change and 
that parents have always 
been responsible for their 
children after they leave the 
bus stop. 

Questioned as to what 
would happen if because of 
the double runs, the bus is 
late picking up the elemen- 
tary school students, Wouk 
said, it would be the same 
as always, that teachers 
would provide supervision. 

Student, Katie Rittwage of 
Marmora made her con- 
cerns known to the board 
and presented them with a 
list of other protesters. 

“Parents have grouped 
together here tonight. If we 
had of known, we could 
have lobbied the govern- 
ment,” one outraged parent 
shook her head in blossom- 
ing anger, reiterating that the 
process had gone too far 
before public opinion was 
asked. She added that the

Trent Hills—With a new 
Facilities Committee now in 
place, Council is becoming 


far more serious about prop-~ 


erty management issues. 
‘Underlining that new- 
found focus, Council has 
voted to approve a draft 
mandate forwarded by the 
sub-committee to expand 
implementation of a formal 
operations policy later this 
year. Council has already 
approved new directions for 
both the Resource Centre 
and the former Seymour 
Municipal Office (known 
previously as the Chameleon 
shop) on Saskatoon Ave. 

A report presented by 
Property Manager Dean 
Findlay says the proposed 
policy classifies uses and 
facilities, user groups, dis- 
count user fee requests and 
touches on the need for a 
surplus declaration policy. 

Council approved the 
recommendation for the ini- 
tial mandate and in direct- 
ing the Facilities Committee 


to continue its facility re- 
view. 

“Personally, | believe this 
is one of the most significant 
advances made by the new 
Council thus far,” said 
Mayor Hector Macmillan. 
“It’s an excellent idea. We're 
talking about having three, 
five, 10-year plans to show 
where we're going with 
capital expenditures. Hope- 
fully, this will be reflected in 
our insurance costs, show- 
ing that we are aggressively 
maintaining our properties.” 

Findlay says facilities that 
are directly supervised by a 
Municipal Department, such 
as the arena, fire hall, water 
and sewer plants, will be re- 
viewed with the appropriate 
staff being invited to meet 
with the committee. 

Right Direction 

“I believe we are going in 
the right direction,” said 
Councillor Dean Peters. “It 
goes towards my favourite 
initiative—manageable ob- 
jectives.” 

Findlay said he hopes 


Council will identify certain 
property differences. 

“We have facilities that are 
used by community groups 
on a long-term basis,” he 
said. “These community 
groups provide a service to 


‘the people of this municipal- 


ity. We reviewed this and 
found that while the revenue 
potential is limited, these 
groups are providing a valu- 
able service and therefore 
that should be reflected in 
any rent charge. You would 
hope that their value would 
be taken into account and 
revenues would be a reason- 
able contribution towards 
that facility.” 

A report from the Prop- 
erty Manager regarding the 
former Chameleon facility 
indicates that Heather Gra- 
ham’s submission to operate 
a hair salon and antiques 
collectibles business there 
was accepted as a preferred 
option at a cost of $850 per 
month. The rent not only 
covers all costs but will pro- 
vide a surplus of approxi- 


mately $3,000 per year, 
which may be directed to a 
reserve fund for this herit- 
age structure. 
Meanwhile, the Commu- 
nity Resource Centre (the 


former Campbellford Town | 


Hall) has been a tenant in that 
building for the past five to 
six years. The original agree- 
ment saw the Centre paying 
approximately 70-75 per cent 
of the costs but over the last 
several years, the rent 
amount ($610 monthly) has 
fallen well short of the origi- 
nal percentage of cost re- 
covery. 

Resource Centre Plan 

While the committee re- 
alizes the worthwhile serv- 
ices provided by the Re- 
source Centre, in light of the 
amount of rent offered the 
former Seymour office, and 
the significant floor space 
and rental potential of the 
facility, the committee has 
made several recommenda- 
tions. ° 

It asks that the lease be 
immediately returned to the 
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Council pleased with new property operations polic: 


75 per cent cost recovery, 
which would result in a rent 
of approximately $887 per 
month, including utilities. 
The tenant procurement and 
space rental would then be 
turned over to the Resource 
Centre, which could set re- 
alistic rates to offset their 
increases.

Asphodel-Norwood - 
He’s been behind the bench 
of the Kitchener Rangers and 
the Guelph Gryphons and 
now Brian Hayton is about 
to guide the Norwood J.J.

Even though the Vipers 
are five months away from 
its inaugural mini-camp, the 
coach knows there will be a

from. 

“The early indications are 
that there are some players 
who still want to play on a 
pretty high level and that’s 
exciting.

-ior and pro resumé he won’t 


be suiting up for the Vipers 
but is excited to be part of 
what he clearly sees as a re- 
surgence of interest in sen- 
ior hockey in Ontario. Still 
hugely popular in the west 
and in Quebec, senior 
hockey was once the lead- 
ing brand of hockey in com- 
munities across the province 
and packed rinks watched 
great teams in Whitby, Bel- 
leville, Galt, Barrie, North 
Bay, Port Colborne and 
points in between. Barrie, 


Whitby and Belleville would 
also win world champion- 
ships. 

The Ontario Senior A loop 
in southwestern Ontario is a 
real success story and last 
year the Dundas Real 
McCoys hosted the Allan 
Cup which the Iles-des- 
Chenes North Stars, led by 
former NHL’er Pat Falloon, 
won in a 3-2 double over- 
time thriller over the Stony 
Plains Eagles. The Allan Cup 
winner earns the right to rep- 
resent Canada in the annual 
Nagano Cup. 

This year the 2002 win- 
ners St. George’s Garaga 
host the Cup with 23 teams 
now battling across the 
country for a berth in the 
Quebec tourney.

“Our mission through the 
media is to raise the profile 
of United Way because the 
general public needs to be 
aware Of the extent this or- 
ganization is involved in our 
area,” pointed out McCleary.

$770,000 Raised 

United Way wrapped up 
its 2003 fundraising cam- 
paign, raising $770,000, of 
which $660,000: was allo- 
cated through a Review 
Process to determine the 
amount of funding each 
Member Agency receives. 
Approximately 75 to 80 per 
cent go back into program 
funding while the remainder 
covers administration costs. 

“We admit being better 
known in the Lakeshore area 
but we're out there in other 
parts of the County,” she 
said. “And many of those 
services are provided in the 
Trent Hills area. Most peo- 
ple are not aware of the 
many services being pro- 
vided by our agencies and 
that’s why many are here 
today to provide that kind of 
information.”

Campbellford. Board chair 
Norma Redhead says that 
agency requires roughly 
$85,000 annually to operate 
bereavement services and a 
respite care program.

Redhead says Palliative Care 
has added a new bereave- 
ment support service for 
youth and adult groups. That 
type of counseling was of- 
fered at Campbellford Dis- 
trict High School last year

Abused Women 

Carolyn Reinstra, repre- 
senting Northumberland 
Services for Women, says 
that organization is commit- 
ted to the elimination of vio- 
lence against women and the 
safety, support and educa- 
tion of both women and their 
children. 

The agency is in Camp- 
bellford two days a week to 

rovide one-on-one counsel- 
fing and court support as 
well as other services for 
abused women. Referrals 
come from the hospital, lo- 
cal doctors, the health unit, 
area schools and the Well- 
ness Centre. Service re- 
quirements in this area have 
increased from 30 clients in 
2001 to 38 clients during this 
past January. 

Chief Executive Officer 
Jim Janzen said the YMCA 
Northumberland has been 
involved in Campbellford 
proper since June with the 
installation of the Ontario 
Early Years Centre at Rotary 
Hall. That partnership is 
made possible with funding 
from the provincial govern- 
ment and the Rotary. Club. 
Another Early Years Centre 
is operating in Hastings 
through a partnership with 
the Lions Club. 

“The YMCA is tradition- 
ally seen as a health and fit- 
ness agency but we're much 
more than that,” said Janzen. 
In Brighton, the YMCA op- 
erates a day camp while it is 
also bringing a Mobile 
Outreach program to Wark- 
worth. 

Another of the United 
Way member agencies rep- 
resented was the Northum- 
berland Big Sisters, which 
fosters self-worth and posi- 
tive growth for girls six to 
18 years of age, primarily 


through friendships involv- 
ing mature and caring fe- 
males. Sandra Clegg said Big 
Sisters currently have 23 
matches in the County and 
that spending has increased 
to $18,000 for services in 
this area in 2004. 

United Way funding for 
the Victorian Order of 
Nurses has almost doubled 
since 1999, said Harvey 
Clue, Project Manager of 
Adult Services. 

“That money has allowed 
us to perform many valuable 
activities in Campbellford, 
Warkworth, Brighton and 
Cobourg such as foot care, 
an Alzheimer’s In-House 
Respite program and Adult 
Care Services,” he said. 


Campbellford Office 

Mary Ann Rowlands 
pointed out that The Help 
Centre, a member United 
Way agency since 1986, has 
for the past year been oper- 
ating an office in Campbell- 
ford at 52 Bridge Street E. 
The service offers help with 
low income and basic tax 
returns while also providing 
employment counselling, job 
search, money management 
counselling and many other 
services. 

She said approximately 32 
per cent of the organization’s 
budget is spent in the Camp- 
bellford area while 16 per 
cent of the budget goes to 
help people cope with hydro 
costs. 

“Most of the calls I get 
are from emotionally-upset 
parents trying to help their 
children function better in 
the classroom,” said Janice 
Zerafa, Resource Facilitator 
for the Learning Disabilities 
Association. 

“United Way funding cov- 
ers most of our budget deal- 
ing with learning disabilities 
and students with attention 
deficit hyperactivity disor- 
ders.” 

Zerafa said the task in 
maintaining public awareness 
for Learning Disabilities As- 
sociation services is a con- 
stant priority. 

Barb Mills said the um- 
brella of the Canadian Red 
Cross concentrates on Home 
Healthcare Equipment Loan 
Services and Meals on 
Wheels, in addition to other 
services, but concentrated 
her report on its Global Edu- 
cation Program.

senior hockey and for guys to continue to play past the age of 21.” 

The Allan Cup has been around since 1908, donated by Sir Montague Allan to mark 
amateur hockey supremacy after Lord Stanley conferred his cup on professionals. The 
Ottawa Cliffsides would be the first to hoist the prized trophy. It went national in 1914 
and in 1928 the Cup was donated outright to the Canadian Amateur Hockey Association 
which continues to oversee playdowns across the land. 

It has a starry history; it’s champions the stuff of hockey lore in this country. 

The new EOSHL already has a Belleville squad that has revived the storied McFarlands 
name and with the Whitby-Dunlops joining the loop next year with Norwood and Frank- 
ford another of this country’s great hockey names springs back to life. 

In Quebec, senior hockey is bigger than major junior in a lot of markets largely be- 
cause rosters are filled with ex-pros who still get fired up to play. fee 

For Mr. Hawley and his ownership and management team, the “most exciting thing” is 
getting 20 players from the area on the same team who have never played together before 
-- they would have played against each other but very few would have suited up for the 


same roster. 


“To pull 20 guys together who have never played competitive hockey together is a real 
unique thing. There will be a real broad base of people to play here.”
